SCHOOL MA TIERS. 

We give up all our available space 
this morning to school matter?. The 
evidence and report possess absorbing 
interest to tax-payers who are _ called 
on to surrender the large sum of $50,- 

000 annually to sustain the institution. 
The committee would appear to have 
discharged the duty assigned them in 
a thorough manner and to have return- 
ed a bold and f arless verdict. 

THE DISORGANIZED SCHOOLS. 

EVIDENCE 
Taken before tho Select Committee ap- 
pointed to enquire into tho working of 
the Public School Act, and into tho 
statements made by tho Superintendent 
of Education in liia Report of 1879, re- 
specting tho conduct of tho teachers 
and others. Committee— Messrs. Hum- 
phreys, Mara, Ferguson, Helgoson and 
Vernou. 

Tho committee met at 10 a. m. in the 
Speaker's room. Present -Tho Chairman, 
and Messrs. Holgeaon, Ferguson and 
Mara. 

Tho chairman laid before tho committee 
a letter from Mr. Nicholson {vide appen- 
dix.) 

Mrs. Fisher- -T teach tho Metchosm 
school. 

Did the superintendent inspect the 
Metchosin school on the 24th of October 1 
Ans. — Yes. 

Do you consider he conducted the in- 
spection in a proper way ! Ans. — No; 1 
do not. 

Will you stato how ho inspected tho 
school I Ans. -I think his manner was 
exceedingly rudo to me as a teacher. 
When I entered the school I saw him at 
my desk. I said, "Good morning !" but 
ho took no notice of mo. In examining 
the children his manner was so austere 
that one boy cried and the others were so 
frightened that they could not answer the 
questions. Ho curtailed tho time speci- 
fied on the examination papers. I consi- 
der punctuation from dictation to bo plac- 
ed in by children from 7 to 10 years of 
age ridiculous in the extreme. He cross- 
ed the children's slates for want of punc- 
tuation without stating whether for spell- 
ing or punctuation. In conducting the 
reading of the senior class ho gave thorn 
"Delzonni's address to a Mummy." It is 
a difficult piece and one that they had 
never read. I asked him to let the chil- 
dren read another piece which they knew 
to show the pains 1 had taken in training 
them. lie refused, saying "I haven't 
time." Instead of remaining till 3 ho left 
iU a quarter to 2. To show how incom- 
petent he is as an examiner, he failed to 
detect copying. I think the superinten- 
dent should give notice of an examination 
at least once a year and visit the schools 
as many times as ho likes in addition. The 
day he inspected my school some of my 
best pupils were absent. It might have 
been three minutes past the time when I 
entered tho school, but not more. The 
superintendent's manner to tho children 
was most discouraging and unsympath- 
etic. 

Have you sont the monthly reports re- 

fularly? Ans.— I have; as regularly as 
possibly could. 

Mrs. Fisher wished to stato that she 
thinks tho fixed standard marks of value 
attachod to certain subjects of examina- 
tion aro out of proportion. Fur instance, 
whilst for reading— an essential — only 50 
marks are allowed, for Greek or Latin 
200 aro allowed. 

.u-iUL 30th, 1880. 

The coinmittoc met in tho Speaker's 
room at 9 a.m. Present :— Mr. Vernon 
Chairman ; Messrs. Helgoson and Mara. 

Mr. Edgar Marvin.— I was a member 
of the late Board of Education. 

Do you know if partiality or favouritism 
was shown in granting certificates by the 
late Board i Ans. — Under the system 
adoptod it was impossible for favouritism 
to be shown. 

How were the certificates granted / 
Ans. — Before tho annual examination of 
teachers the Board of Education would 
meet, and each member of the Board 
would select a subject upon which to pre- 
pare a paper, tho Superintendent taking 
one subject and sometimes two. Thoy 
would then prepare a number of questions 
upon the subjects selected. It was the 
general rule of the Board that one mem- 
ber should be present with the Superin- 
tendent during the time tho candidates 
were filling in their papers. Tho papers 
were numbered ; no names beirio; used ; 
when completed they were handed to the 
member of tho Board who prepared 
them. Each member of tho Board would 
place the number of marks on tho paper 
that ho considered the candidate entitl- 
ed to. 

(Signed) Edgar Marvin. 

Joseph H. McLaughlin. — I am princi- 
pal of the High School. 

Have tho rules and regulations of your 
school been carried out / Ans. — I have 
ondeavourcd to carry them out as far as 
possible. 

Is tho re any ill-feeling between you 
and the Superintendent ( Ans.- — No; and 

1 hope thoro will be none. I have not 
always agreed with the Superintendent 
on educational matters ; I think a teacher 
should always be at liberty to express his 
opinions on educational matters, but I 
find that it is distasteful to tho highest 
educational authorities here to do so. 

Has the Superintendent paid proper 
respect to you as a teacher) Ans. — He 
has never shown any personal disrespect 
to me. 

Have you experienced any difficulty in 
making out the daily returns ? Ans. — I 
believe tho daily returns aro a sourco of 
inconvenience of teachers. It is imposs- 
ible to make them out correctly. A great 
deal of time is occupied in making out 
the returns that would bo far better em- 
ployed by the teacher in governing his 
class and imparting information. 

Do you consider that a teacher holding 
a first-class certificate should bo compell- 
ed to undergo an examination every four 
yeai'3 f Ans. — I think it would result in 
more harm than good. Teachers holding 
second and third class certificates should 
havo an opportunity afforded them of ob- 
taining a higher class certificate. The es- 
sential characteristic of a teacher are 
three-fold — 1st, knowledge of the subject 
required to teach ; 2nd, aptitude, natural 
and acquired ; 3rd, personal character, 
any ono of which is as necessary as the 
other. 

How long have you been a teacher i 
Ans. — About 20 years. Between 4 and 5 
years in tho old country ; 13 years in 
Nova Scotia, and between 2 and 3 years 
horo. 

Was it customary in Nova Scotia for 
the teachers to hold conventions ? Ans.— 1 



They wore held annually, and wero assist- 
ed and encouraged by tho Superintend- 
ent of Education. 

Do you consider tho School Report of 
1870 correct ] Ans. — As respects the re- 
turns sent from my school, the roport 
does not fairly stato the position. 

Were you examined by the late Board 
of Education, and do you consider tho 
examinations wero fairly conducted ( Ans. 
I was examined by tho lato Board, and 
believe the examinations were fairly con- 
ducted. Taking into consideration the 
fact that tho candidates wero unknown, I 
cannot conceive that partiality was shewn. 
(Signed) Joseph H. McLaughlin. 

Monday, May 3rd. 
Tho committee mot in tho Speaker's 
room at 9:30 a.m. Prosont — Messrs. 
Humphreys, Helgoson, Ferguson and Ver- 
non. 

Mrs. Wilson Brown appeared beforo the 
committee. 

I teach tho second division in tho girls' 
department of the Victoria school. 

Havo you any complaints to make 
against any officer in connection with tho 
schools I Ans. — I havo a complaint 
against the trustees. It is chiefly in their 
having power beyond appeal in so large 
an establishment us the Victoria Public 
Schools. Mr. Nicholson, as secretary, 
seems to tako precedence and holds sole 
control. Ho is a man possessed of a littlo 
school book toxt lore, and consequently 
ho frightens tho othor trustees into 
silonco, and his interference in school 
matters is subversive of tho superintend- 
ent's instructions. For instance, with 
regard to books and studies : I have used 
in my division Collier's British nistory 
sinco I first taught in tho school. It is a 
Canadian school book suited for junior 
pupils, and I havo tho superintendent's 
instructions for using it with the Canadian 
Reader, and this book tho secretary has 
forbidden the uso of in my division. In 
his visits to the school he renders himself 
ridiculous by pretentious and demonstrat- 
ive instructions to thu teachers in tho art 
of reading with false accentuation. The 
trustees havo sent into tho school a badly 
graded limit table, and that without a 
scale for forming a time table. Irregu- 
larities aro sanctioned in direct violation 
of the School Act. Children under age 
are admitted. Interference with children 
who come early to school for tho purpose 
of studying, and before the prescribed 
school hours. Children aro called upon 
to form a class for singing immediately on 
their arrrival, and punished by tho princi- 
pal if found studying when called upon to 
sing. 

Who is tho principal i Ans. — Mrs. 
Hayward. It leads to children remaining 
outside the school building too long. 
Whilst these and other irregularities are 
sanctioned, the trustees impose cast iron 
rules without reason or judgment, and 
which injure tho school. Children com- 
ing in a few minutes late aro sent back 
home, no matter how great tho distance, 
and in case of a few hours' illness or ne- 
cessary absence, the class is dismissed for 
tho day. I need only instance to-day, 
when, on account of the absence of myself 
and two other teachers, at least ono hun- 
dred and fifty children will be sent home, 
without tho least necessity for so doing, 
as a temporary arrangemont could be 
easily made. 

By whose order wero tho children dis- 
missed I Ans. — By order of the trustees. 
I wish to say also, that during tho term of 
office of tho late trustees^ thero was a 
meeting of the teachers, at which I was 
not present, to petition the government 
against the power in their hands, which 
document I refused to sign, as I had a 
personal respect for those gentlemen. 

Is thero anyill-willexistmgbotwoen you 
and the superintendent f Ans. Not the 
slightest. 

Has thero been a spirit of opposition on 
the part of the teachers against tho super- 
intendent I Ans. — Thero has been. 

What is the cause of it f Ans. — I be- 
lieve the cause was in the passing of the 
new Act, tho calling in of certificates, 
nnd investing the trustees with supreme 
power. 

Do you consider it just that a teacher 
holding a first-class certificate should bo 
re examined this year) Ans. — First-class 
certificates have been granted unfairly in 
some instances, and I am in daily contact 
with an instance where a first-class certi- 
ficate was given by Mr. Jessop, and 
where now thero would be a difficulty in 
earning a third-class. 

Do you consider the present standard 
of certificates too high or too low I Ans.- 
I think tho first-class is too high for most 
ladies. It is almost impossible for any 
lady to acquire a first-class certificate. 

Do you think the standard in force by 
the lato board was too high or too low / 
Ans. —I think it was sufficiently high for 
tho Public Schools, but not high enough 
for the High School. 

lias thero been any lack of courtesy 
shown to you by tho Superintendent I 
Ans.- — Never ; on the contrary. 

Havo you over seen himactin an ungen- 
tlemanly manner towards other teachers 1 
Ans. — Never, or the slightest approach 
to it. 

Do you consider him a competent Sup- 
erintendent ! Ans. — Certainly. A man 
who has taken honours at an English 
University must be competent in educa- 
tional matters. 

Do you think he has done all in his 
power to promote educational interests / 
Ans.— -I think he has intended to do so, 
but has erred in giving up his powers as 
a board of appeal. 

How long have you been teacher / Ans. 
I have taught in the public schools for 
three years, and previously had a private 
school for at least ten or ttvulve years in 
this city. 

When you were appointed as teacher, 
did you receive any opposition I Ans.— 
Yes. A petition was circulated in the 
school for signature amongst tho teachers, 
which was signed by all of them with thu 
exception of Mr. Popo, then head-master 
of the High School, and Mr. McKenzio, 
then head-master of the boys' public 
school. Tho object of the petition was to 
exclude me from the schools. 

Did you pass an examination '. Ans.— 
I did. 

What certificate did you obtain ? Ans. 
Tho marks given to me were so low, that 
but for the intervention of the Board, I 
should have obtained no certificate. As 
it was, I obtained a Third Class B. 

What opinion do yon hold respecting 
the keeping of the daily report ? Ans. — 
It is altogether too elaborate, and from 
that we aro obliged to send monthly re- 
ports to the parents, which aro frequently 
never looked at, and must be necessarily 
inaccurate. 

Has tho superintendent ovor instructed 
you as to what he considers the best 
method of teaching i Ans. — Ho does 
whenever ho visits my class as superin- 
tendent. (Signed)

The committee met in tho Speaker's 
room, at 9 a.m. Present- Mr. Vernon 
(chairman), Messrs. Helgesen, Forguson, 
and Mara. 

Miss Mary Holloway — I am a toacher 
in the Girls' Department, Victoria Public 



Schools. I have taught school two years 
and eight months. - 

Have tho rules and regulationsbeen car- 
ried out I Ana. — They have in my depart- 
ment. 

Has tho superintendent instructed you 
in the method of teaching f Ans. — Ho 
has. I gained several useful hints from 
him. 

Has he ever shown any discourtesy to 
you \ He has always behaved in a poiito 
gentlemanly manner to mo. 

Can you stato tho reason of the troublo 
botween tho superintendent and tcachorsl 
Ans. — Somo of tho principal teachers do 
not wish to come up for examination. 

What certificate do you hold ( Ans.— A 
third A. 

Do you think the daily reports aro use- 
ful. Ans. — I always make them out. I 
don't consider myself capable of judging 
of their usefulness. My pupils, aro from 
live to eight years of ago. I don't award 
marks. Mr. Jessop and Mrs. Hayward 
woro always opposed to my gotting tho 
school. 

What reason have you for stating that 
they were opposed to you I Ans. — From 
tho way tho children spoke tho first morn- 
ing I entered the school. 1 havo othor 
reasons that I don't wish to state. 

How many children aro thero in your 
division! Ans. — 104 on tho register, but 
from 70 to 80 attend daily. When I first 
took tho school Mr. Jessop and Sirs. 
Hayward tried to disgust me by crowding 
in over 100 children in my room. 

Miss Holloway read to tho committee 
the statement marked G. 

(Signed) M. Holloway. 

Miss A. C. Richardson — I am teacher 
in tho Girl's Department, Victoria school. 

The girls in my division aro from to 
10 years of age. I hold a second B certi- 
ficate. I havo taught school for nearly 
five years. 

Can you assign any cause for tho 
troublo between tho superintendent and 
the teachers. Ans. — I beliovo there is 
trouble, but I know nothing about it. 

Has the superintendent always treated 
you in a courteous manner 7 Ans. —Always 
when I have asked him. I have no com- - 
plaint to make against the superintend- 
ent, trustees, or any one connected with 
the school department. 

Mr. James Fell appeared before tho 
committee and made tho following state- 
ment: I attended a meeting of tho trus- 
tee board yesterday. A communication 
was addressed to the board by tho super- 
intendent of education asking the board 
to reconsider tho resolution appointing 
Mrs. Wolfcndon as principal of the public 
school, such letter having been called for 
in consequence of a protest made by me 
against Mrs. Wolfondon's appointment on 
account of unfitness for such position. 
After considerable discussion, a letter was 
addressed to tho superintendent, or pro- 
vincial secretary, stating that no altera- 
tion would be made. Mr. Nicholson ob- 
jected to thelotter being addressed to tho 
superintendent, and thought it should bo 
sent to the provincial secretary. 

Mr. Fell was asked if tho teachers had 
banded together to drive tho superinten- 
dent from his position? Ans. — From my 
own observation I am satisfied that a por- 
tion of thorn havo done so. 

Where did tho teachers moot to band 
themselves together! Ans. — Thero havo 
been several meetings, and tho most ac- 
tive of thoso aro Mr. Kayo, Mrs. Hay- 
ward, Mrs. Caldwell and Mr. Thompson. 
Mr. McLaughlin has been keeping a sort 
of respectable diatunce, taking observa- 
tions. 

Where and when did tho meotiugs take 
place! Ans. — I don't know. 

What action has been taken by the 
teachers to remove tho superintendent! 
Ans. — I believe that a petition waB drawn 
up. 1 have not seen it. 

What was the object of it! Ans. — It 
was in opposition to the superintendent in 
cancelling tho certificates, and to havo the 
time extended. 

How do you know tho object of it! 
Ans. — Beca'uso I was asked by Mr. Pleaco 
to support it. Ho said ho was a dele- 
gate from the teachers. 

(Signed) James Fell. 

Mr. McKenzio appeared beforo tho 
committeo and asked to make the following 
statement: — Shortly after I was appoint- 
ed superintendent Mr. and Mrs. Hay- 
ward called at my house and informed mo 
that at the time Mrs. Hayward was ex- 
amined for her certificate ho (Mr. II.) 
hoard accidentally that Mr. Jossop intend- 
ed to place Mrs. Caldwoll ahead of Mrs. 
Hayward on the examination list, but 
that he (Mr. H.) went to Mr. Jessop and 
compelled him to chango the order. On 
examining the list as mado out by Mr. 
Jessop thero was an alteration made in 
the value of ono of the answers for music 
from somo other number to 15. This 
other number being apparently 0, and 
that the real value of that answer in Mrs. 
Hay ward's examination paper was 0. 

Havo you shown Mrs. Hay ward's papers 
to any person outside of the department I 
Ans. — Not knowing music, I had to ask 
some Line who knew music whether the 
answers given were correct. 

Who wero tho persons you asked ! Ans. 
—I declino to state. Thoy wore persons 
who knew music. 

How many persons did you show the 
papers to ( Ans. — Two or three. 

Is there any rule that prevents you 
from showing thoso papers to any person 
upon application to you ! Ans. — None. 

Do you feel it a part of your duty to 
show these papers when asked to do so I 
Ans. —No, not part of my duty, but I 
have dono so. 

Is the exhibition of teachers' examina- 
tion papers calculated to injure the char- 
acter and reputation of tho teachers ! 
Ans. — No, certainly not. 1 know one 
case where tho former Board of Educa- 
tion acted in a similar manner. 

Havo you over intentionally acted dis- 
courteously to any of the teachers ! Ans. 
Never. I wish further to stato that this 
is a conspiracy on the part of four or fivo 
teachers and Mr. Nicholson. 

What is tho object of the conspiracy ! 
Ans. — One object is to oust mo from tho 
position of superintendent ; another to 
put ono of themselves in my place; anoth- 
er to create such a disturbance that no 
examination of teachers will be held this 
year. 

Would any number of toachera conspir- 
ing bo able to effect these objects ! Ann, 
I can't toll. 

What proofs have you that such a con- 
spiracy exists ! Ans. — 1 leave tho com- 
mittee to judge of that from the evidonco 
given against inc. 

How do you know cvidenco has been 
given against you ! Ans. — From tho un- 
friendly way those teachera have actod all 
along. (Signed) C. C. M»Kon/.io.

THE BURKED SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
REPORT. 

Paltry and Trivial Oharrros of tho 
Snporlntondoat not Sustained. 

THE SUPERINTENDENT CALLED 
ON TO APOLOGIZE. 

AND HIS FITNESS SERIOUSLY QUESTIONED- 



The suppression by the government of 
the school committee's report lias placed 
it beyond our power to furnish more than 
a synopsis of that interesting document. 
Although necessarily imperfect the synop- 
sis will bo found faithful. Whether the 
government were justified in withholding 
a document of so much importance from 
the public we leave the public to judge. 
It is worthy of remark that a majority of 
the committee were supporters of the gov- 
ernment during the session; ami "the 
chnrgo that the finding is partisan in its 
characte. must therefore fall to the 
ground : The committee seem to have 
confined their enquiries to certain state- 
ments in pages 1(54 and 1C5 of the super- 
intendent's report, which, from • their 
offensive nature, more particularly at- 
tracted its attention, and after a full en- 
quiry reportedthat the superintendent was 
quite unable to substantiate his state- 
ments. The report goes on to say : 

Looking at the evidenco the excuses 
offered by tho superintendent for his state- 
ment that he had experienced determined 
and strenuous opposition from toachors 
and others aro positively silly. Ho alleges 
that tho opposition referred to sprung 
from tho teachers, ono trustee of the 
Victoria school and The Colontit. Tho 
committee reported that as no public 
document could expect to bo exempted 
from tho criticism of the pross, whether 
of a friendly or unfriendly nature, such 
criticism should not have been referred to 
or offered as any excuse by tho superin- 
tendent for his remarks. As to the evi- 
dence he adduced respecting the actions 
of tho trusteo referred to ho merely says 
he was given to understand the trustee 
had been talking generally on school 
matters to his friends and saying the su- 
perintendent should be examined, in 
which opinion the committee thoroughly 
coincide. The further statement that tho 
trustee had gone about trying to got peo- 
ple to write against him in the public 
pross was denied altogether by the trusteo 
and we have good reason for stating that 
auch was not the case. Another trusteo 
stated that the greatest harmony prevail- 
ed between the superintendent and 
all tho trustees, and the committee 
reported that the superintendent was not 
warranted in offering tho conduct of any 
master as an apology for his published 
statement. 

Respecting the opposition offered by 
the teachers tho superintendent explain- 
ed that ho did not mean to include all 
the teachers in his sweeping condemna- 
tion, as his language would seem to imply, 
wishing to do it more kindly than single 
out individuals. That is to say, ho 
thought it better to condemn the innocent 
with tho guilty rather than not give vent 
to his opinion. 

When bofore tho committee Mr. Mac- 
kenzie stated that the words in tho school 
roport, " not less from teachers than 
from others," means in common English: 
no moro than some teachers and they cer- 
tainly do not mean all teachers. The 
committee were unable to clearly under- 
stand the .superintendent, for whilst giv- 
ing the names of some teachers who had 
become peculiarly distasteful to him he 
refused to exonerate tho remainder. Some 
irritation has undoubtedly arisen respect- 
ing the calling in of teachers' certificates, 
perhaps not unnaturally, and considerable 
feeling has been created by the useless 
and vexatious system lately introduced of 
daily reporting; but the committee wero 
unable to construe the dissatisfaction into 
anything approaching a strenuous and de- 
termined opposition. 

Tho remarks of tho superintendent re- 
specting tho roluctanco of teachers to 
mako corrections in their reports were 
not proved to the satisfaction of the com- 
mitteo, and the statements made relating 
to tho late board of education wore strong- 
ly denounced by the committee. The 
committee considered that under tho sys- 
tem then in force for granting certificates, 
partiality was most difficult, if not impos- 
sible. Tho candidates at examinations 
wero numbered, and no candidate was 
known except by his number, no names 
being permitted to bo used; and the com- 
mitteo reported that the inconsiderate 
conduct of the superintendent in casting 
such serious reflections upon gentlemen 
of tho highest standing in the community, 
who voluntarily performed arduous and 
responsible dutios in tho public service 
without reaping any pecuniary advantage, 
highly reprehensible and should be re- 
tracted. 

With regard to the assertions mado by 
tho superintendent that though ho had 
" never received any lack of courtesy from 
the teachers he had received impertinent 
letters," several letters were produced by 
tho superintendent as marked examples 
of tho impertinence alluded to, but tho 
committee did not consider that thore 
wero any remarks in those letters to jus- 
tify the languago of tho superintendent. 
Somo carelesanesu and indifieronoo do 



appear to havo been exhibited respecting 
filling in of reports correctly and regular- 
ly; but beyond these irregularities, easily 
remedied, tho charge made by tho super- 
intendent in his report of 1879 were not 
borne out by any evidence placed before 
the committee 

The minor differences complained of by 
the superintendent should and could havo 
been adjusted by thoso having authority 
to do so without recourso being had by a 
public servant to a published statement 
to lay his grievance before the govern- 
ment and tho country. Such a proceeding 
can only engender ill-feeling between the 
teachers and thoso in authority over them. 
No educational system, however carefully 
framed, can possibly be successful unless 
all parties interested in that success en- 
deavor to work together in a friendly and 
forbearing spirit. Such official publica- 
tions as tho roport under consideration 
must necessarily tond to shake public con- 
fidence in tho stability of one of our moat 
valued and important provincial institu- 
tions. 

The committee then drew attention to 
the evidence and expressed the opinion 
that although the gentleman at present 
holding tho very important position of 
superintendent of education is possessed 
of many valuable attributes, is painstak- 
ing, persevering and industrious in the 
performance of his dutios, and has been 
a successful teacher, it is very question- 
able whether lie can fairly bo considered 
to possess tho tact, address and adminis- 
trative ability requisite to successfully 
superintend provincial educational in- 
terests. 

The committee then offered for consid- 
eration some suggestions for improving 
the working of the public school system 
of which the following wero the most im- 
portant. 

Examinations fur teachers' certificates 
should bo conducted entirely by the board 
of examiners appointed by the govern- 
ment and quito apart from any influence 
of the superintendent. 

Teachers gaining first-class certificates 
' after tho next examination should not bo 
compelled to undergo any further exam- 
ination; first-class certificates should hold 
good for life. 

Tho system of daily examining should 
be abolished; weekly or perhaps monthly 
reports are all that is desirable. Due no- 
tice should invariably be given by the 
superintendent of his intention to hold an 
examination in any school. No person 
should be permitted to teach without first 
undergoing an examination in tho prov- 
ince, no matter what university degree 
lie may be possessed of. 

hi examination of teachers particular 
attention should be paid to the subjects 
they aro called upon to teach. 

Somo credit should be allowed to a can- 
didate in accordance with his past record 
as a teacher. 

The number of trustees in any large 
school should not be less than five. 

The superintendent should encourage 
the teachers to hold conventions, as in 
other countries. 

The salary of tho superintendent should 
be at least, equal to the highest paid to any 
deputy head of a department, viz., !?lf>0 a 
month. 

Lady teachers should be allowed somo 
credit for instructing pupils in needle- 
work and domestic economy. 

Municipal Polico Court. 

[Ilofore Hon. A. F. Pembcrton.] 

Wednesday, May 13. 

A young man, whoso namo is withheld 
from publication out of consideration for 
tho feelings of his relatives, appeared for 
senteuco on a charge of striking a woman 
with an axe. 

His honor, before passing sontenco, 
pointed out to the defendant the gravity 
of the cri.no ho had committed and dis- 
tinctly depicted to him tho fato which 
undoubtedly awaited him unless he chang- 
ed the nature of his past career. His 
honor referred to tho growing tendoncy 
of tho young men of the city to commit 
crime and to depart from the ordinary and 
wholsesome restraints of society. It was 
not tho desire of his honor to send the de- 
fendant to tho chaingang, but his honor 
believed that for tho defendant's own 
good he should go to gaol for a brief term. 
The offence committed by the defendant 
could not be allowed to pass without that 
recognition which was due to tho public. 
His honor would therefore sentence tho 
defendant to ono week's imprisonment 
with hard labor within the precincts of 
the gaol. On a second charge of threat- 
ening to commit an assault the defendant 
would bo required to find satisfactory 
sureties to keep the peace for a period of 
six months. 

An Indian hailing from Beechy Bay was 
charged with stealing the sum of S223 
from a Nitenat Indian. 

The evidence adduced went to show 
that tho prisoner stole tho amount on 
Monday last from an Indian tenement 
on Store street, and that, with the ex- 
ception of §12. HO which ho had invested 
in gin, the sum was found in his possession 
by the police. 

The prisoner, who pleaded guilty, was 
sentented to twelve months' imprison- 
ment with hard labor, His Honor inti- 
mating that it was probable the term of 
imprisonment would bo reduced should 
lie be reported for good conduct. 

Mary, an Indian woman, charged with 
being implicated fn the robbery, was re- 
manded for one day. 

Chinese Labor Advancing.— The Cali- 
fornia papers note an increased demand 
for Chinese labor and an advanco of ten 
per cent, in tho rates of wages paid thorn 
for tho past year. There aro orders at San 
Francisco now for 1000 or 2000 more 
Chinese laborers than can bo supplied. 
Tho railroad companies aro paying 820 
per month for Chinese labor while six 
months ago they only paid .$22. The 
scarcity is caused by tho large drain on the 
labor market by the Southern Pacific rail- 
road, which wants a great many more to 
build tho road across the Arizona desort 
where no whito man would or could work. 



Yale and Emory City. 

The railway "boon" lias reached Yale 
and every steamboat from below brings 
goods and men. The Slope on the 6th 
had Mr. Onderdonk and family, Mr. 
Bray, chief contractor of the rail way work, 
Mr. I. Openhcimor and a largo number of 
employe's, together with a goodly number 
of persons to settle in the country. 

Yale streets aro lively and aro likely to 
continuo so, it is hoped, for all timo to 
come. 

Boarding houses for the railroad men 
will be erected at Yalo and Emory and 
preparations for other buildings are being 
made. Tho California and Oriental hotels 
have been enlarged to accommodate the 
rush and a powderhousc, a milo and a 
half down tho river, for tho storage of 
giant powder, is being finishod. At 
Emory tho building for the Inland Sen- 
duel, two stories in height, is ready for 
tho material, and Gray & Hoy's steam 
sawmill is progressing. Tho proprietors 
of the sawmill and Mr. J. B. Hender- 
son havo erected dwellings. Parties are 
building a landing at Emory and laying 
out and grading the principal streets. 

The B. C. Express Co., with praise- 
worthy enterprise, aro running a line of 
stages between Emory and Yalo. 

All the surveyors are at work betwoon 
Yalo and "tho bluff," and it is said that 
actual work will start where tho lino 
passes through Yale. — Herald. 

Tho sites for Mr. Ondordonk's offices 
and stores wero being cleared on Monday 
last, and tho buildings would bo erected 
immediately. The line, which passes 
along Douglas street, was all marked out 
ready for tho commencement of opera- 
tions. The magazine for tho storage of 
blasting powder, dynamite, &c, was to bo 
erected about ono mile ami a half bolow 
Yale. Messrs. Douglas and Deighton 
have secured a part of Mr. York's pro- 
perty on which to build a store. The 
price of real estato is rapidly advancing 
and very extravagant prices aro asked for 
leasehold. A lot formerly reckoned of 
little or no value, being in the rear of the 
town, is held for one dollar per foot per 
month, frontage. The hotels are doing a 
roaring trade; it is sometimes esteemed a 
favor to got a place at a dinner table. 
One of the hotels dined 200 persons the 
other day; tho others aro all busy. — Guar- 
dian.

ENGLAND. 

Liverpool, May 11. — Several steam- 
ship companies have conceded the ad- 
vanco in wages demanded by dock 
laborers; but tho majority have refused 
tho demand and many transcontinental 
steamers are waiting to be discharged 
and loaded. 

London, May 11.— The colt Claren- 
cuix, third in tho City and Suburban 
Handicap, broke its leg while exor- 
cising to-day and had to be killed. 

Henry Fawcett, in his letter recal- 
ling his statement in regard to tho In- 
dian budget, says the Marquis of Hart- 
ington informs him that it was not un- 
til the 8tli of April, when Parliament 
had been dissolved and elections wero 
baroly concluded, that a telegram 
reached the Indian office about er- 
roneous estimates in the budget.

GERMANY. 

Berlin, May 21. — Tho Reichstag to- 
day proceeded with a debate on the 
second rending of tho El he Navigation 
Act, After .seven hours' discussion 
tho House rejected it by a vote of 125 
to 123. A motion made by Herr Von 
Benigsen to refer tho bill back to the 
committee was also rejected by a vote 
of 139 to 110. A declaratory resolu- 
tion of the committee that tho Elbe 
frontier lino could not be lenioved to 
a point lower down the river except 
by a special bill was finally agreed to. 

At the evening sitting Ministers 
Bitter and Hoffman declared that the 
question of the Elbe customs boundary 
would not be made to serve as a handle 
for indirectly destroying tho status of 
Hamburg as a free port and assured 
the House that tho privileges of Hani- 
burg should not be touched without the 
assent of the city itself. But they at 
the same time emphatically stated that 
tho government would not concede one 
iota of their rights to define free port 
territory. 

Von Benigsen thanked Bismarck for 
the deference shown for national feel- 
ing in his firm assurance that he would 
enter into no unnatural alliance with 
clericals or allow reaction in ecclesiasti- 
cal matters to become the basis of his 
policy. 

London, May 11. — A letter from 
Berlin to the Economist upon the sub- 
ject of the alleged tendency of tho 
German Government to favor the re 
sumption of the double standard says: 
"Not the slighest credit is due to such | 
rumors. Leading financial authorities ' 
of all shades of opinion are united in 
the belief that it is impossible for Ger- 
many to resume a double standard 
without the co-operation of England. 
Undoubtedly an able and influential 
bi-metallic party is in existence in Ger- 
many and still hopes to secure Eng- 
land's help in remonetizing silver; but 
they agree with tho singlo standard 
party in opposing isolated action. 

Berlin, May 11. — In the Reichstag 
at the evening sitting Windthorst in- 
troduced a motion in favor of roforring 
the Elbe navigation bill back to the 
committee, which was agreed to. After 
tho president had made a statement 
reviewing the business accomplished 
during the session tho Vice Chancellor 
read a message from the Emperor clos- 
ing the session. 

London, May 1 1. — A Paris corres- 
pondent of the Times discussing the of-" 
ficial warning against the Communist 
demonstration in the cemetery of Pore 
LaC'haise to beheld on the 23rd May, 
says that the danger of Communism is 
now greater because of strikes in man- 
ufacturing towns which, if they extend, 
would prepare a starving army ready 
to abr.t the worst enterprises. At 
Roubaux and Touicoing on Sunday 
30,000 men were in the disturbance. 
The disturbers wero apprehended. 
Money is being mysteriously sent from 
the Belgium frontier tc keep up the 
strike. A kind of consadi or disorder 
seems to be organized which is to break 
out simultaniously at a hundred dif- 
ferent points and thus paralyze the 
action of the army. 

AUSTRIA. 
Vienna, May 11. — Four thousand 
horses, 600 Martini rifles and 13,000 
cartridges have arrived at Scutari for 
the Albanians who occupy the whole 
territory from Scutari and Prizrend to 
Ranaka. Turkish officers and men 
everywhere aro fraternizing with them. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, May 11. — At a 
meeting of the bonrd of supervisors 
this evening no mention was made of 
the matter of Kallocli's impeachment, 
except to order the payment of attor- 
neys who had assisted the judiciary 
committee in making up tho case. It 
is learned that nothing more has yet 
been done in tho case and that neither 
the finance or judiciary committees, to 
which the subject was delegated, have 
held any meetings or taken any furth- 
er steps. Parties well informed on 
the matter, who have been privy to 
previous proceedings, intimate that 
possibly no further action may be tak- 
en and that as a matter of fact the 
more astute members of the committee 
who have carefully studied Kallocli's 
speeches entertain grave doubts as to 
the possibility of obtaining a convic- 
tion and that the proceedings have been 
in a measure tentative with the view 
of sounding public feeling on the sub- 
ject and possibly of egging Kalloch in- 
to some step that would give a better 
hold on him or of playing the game of 
bluff.

"Wanderer." The author paints the 
impoverished condition of tho settlers, 
from loss of stock, and the natural 
resources of the valley in very sombre 
colors. I claim to be one of the first 
settlers in Nicola; am vain enough to 
suppose that I know a little about 
Nicola and the people that live in it, 
and I say without fear of contradiction 
that "Wanderer's" experience or knowl- 
edge of both is extremely limited when 
ho would write such stuff as 

"Tho best kinds of vegetables and 
large fruits aro with difficulty raised. 
Husbandry can only be successfully 
carried out in one locality. Water for 
irrigating purposes is hard to get, build- 
ing timber scarce, houses well ventilat- 
ed wi'h knot holes. Many of the 
ranchers ruined; will have to work on 
the railroad against Chinamen. Fences 
decorated with skins of dead cattlo. 
Messrs. Walkern and Sproafc coming in 
for their share of I he complimentary 
report." 

It is true a good many cattio have 
died; but owners aro sanguino that tho 
loss is not so great as at one timo an 
ticipated. The loss is a heavy blow, 
but by no means ruinous. I regret to 
say that Trapp it McDonald last heav- 
ily in sheep. Mr. Eraser's loss is light; 
Clapperton & Dalley's light. Erom 
settlers who have cultivated the soil of 
Nicola 1 have always heard good ro- 
ports of its adaptation to growth of 
roots and cereals. Apple culturo is 
still in its infancy; but last year apples 
matured beautifully on three different 
farms over twenty miles apart and 
small fruits flourished. Tho timber 
and water at Nicola are just as plenti- 
ful and good as you will find in most 
places. 1 have not yet heard of any of 
the farmers or stock-raisers seeking 
employment on tho railroad. Money 
with the majority of us is almost in- 
visible. I have heard that in other 
places it is not over plentiful; so that 
Nicola is no exception. 

I endorse' "Wanderer's" statement 
about the cay uses, They are poor 
property, dead or alive. Messrs. 
VValkein and Sproat can both take care 
of themselves, when it suits them to 
notice an allusion to their respective 
name?, .Ino. Clapperton,

BE IT EXACTED BY THE MAYOR

1. No person shall keep open on tho 
Sabbath clay for the salo of goods, wares 
or merchandise by wholesale or retail, 
other than liquor by retail, any store, 
warehouse or other place of business. 

'2. No person shall keop any saloon 
open for tho sale of liquor by retail be- 
tween tho hours of ten o'clock in tho 
forenoon and five o'clock in tho afternoon 
of any Sabbath day. 

3. No person shall keep open any bar- 
ber shop between the hours of 10 o'clock 
in tho forenoon and five o'clock in tho 
aftornoon on the Sabbath day. 

4. No person shall keep open for tho 
sale of liquor by retail any bar in any 
hotel or grocery between tho hours of ton 

■ 'clock in tho forenoon and fivo o'clock 

■ n tho afternoon of any Sabbath day. 

5. It shall not bo lawful to discharge 
•my cargo, except live stock, from any 
ship, steamer, schooner, sloop or vessel 
of any description on the Sabbath day. 

6. It shall not bo lawful for any per- 
son to peddle any description of goods, 
except milk, on tho Sabbath day. 

7. Any porson guilty of any infraction 
of this bylaw shall be subject to a penalty 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars nor less 
than fivo dollars. 

Every penalty imposed by this bylaw 
may, together with the costs of convic- 
tion, bo recovered in a summary manner 
before tho Police Magistrate of the City 
of Victoria or any Justice of the Peace 
having jurisdiction within the limits of 
the City of Victoria, and may be levied 
by distress and Bale of tho goods and 
chatties of the offender, and in default of 
payment of such penalty and costs, then 
by imprisonment of such offender for any 
term not exceeding one calendar month 
hi one of Her Majesty's gaols. 

This bylaw may be cited as tho Sabbath 
Opservanco Bylaw, 1880.
